It is authoritatively

basis of agreement 
upon 
which the 
i Irish question will be settled has been 
reached. 
What those terms are has 
not, as yet. been given to the public, 
but it is said that both the British com­ 
mittee of the cabinet and the repre­ 
sentatives of the Irish people in charge 
of the negotiations, have found a com­ 
mon ground upon which to stand and 
the prediction is made that within a 
very short time the festering sore that 
fur six 
hundred 
years has 
been a 
blight, not only upon Ireland and Eng­ 
land, Put upon the entire world, will 
be healed for all time. 
This is good news for humanity at 
large. 
Not alone should the two peo­ 
ples directly concerned rejoice, but all 
others also, for this is one quarrel that 
has extended to every land and effect­ 
ed to a greater or less extent all na­ 
tions. 
Especially is this true of the 
United States. 
The Irish question has 
been a burning issue in nearly every 
political campaign since the establish­ 
ment of the republic 
and 
has often 
times been the decisive factor that has 
determined domestic problems, with 
which, strange as it may seem, it had 
no connection 
whatever. 
In 
1884 a 
fanatical 
speech 
by 
a 
fanatical 
preacher, attacking the Irish, deliver­ 
ed in the very last days of the cam- 
i.aign, decided the presidential elec­ 
t o .i by alienating the Irish vote from 
the republican party and making Gro- 
\ er Cleveland, a democrat, president 
,f the United States. 
it m: v be said with perfect truth 
i , ,, the Irish question had more to do 
v, t.i the rejection 
of the League of 
,%i tions by this country than any other 
one factor, and was the underlying 
■ use of the overwhelming defeat of 
the democratic party at the polls in 
November, 1920. 
Irish sentiment in 
the United States 
would 
not endure 
ihe idea of our entering a pact with 
Great Britain, through which, as they 
believed, Ireland would 
be 
forever 
barred from self government 
That 
they were wrong in this 
conception, 
and that the League, rather than be­ 
ing the doom of all their hopes, would 
prove ultimately the vehicle through 
which they could 
reach their aspira­ 
tions, they could not believe, and no 
argument could convince them. 
As a 
result the League 
was 
rejected and 
the democratic party lost the election. 
Selfish politicians 
through all the 
years of our history have seized upon 
this question as a means for the ad­ 
vancement of their political ends, and, 
frequently, all 
too 
successfully. 
It 
was natural that this should be for 
the Irishman, warm 
hearted, gener­ 
ous. honest in his beliefs and loving 
the Emerald Isle with a passionate and 
consuming devotion, 
grasped always 
pon any means that offered even the 
slightest chance of aiding his distress­ 
ed b Í rt h - laud, and so was grievously 
deceived times without number.

LORD BRYCE ON LEADERSHIP. 


In 
the course of a 
lecture 
in 
the Institute of Politics series at Wil­ 
liams College, Viscount Bryce, the 
British statesman and author, said: 
“T*he fact that the ultimate source | 
of power resides in the people often 
obscures the fact that in all political 
action, and especially in foreign rela­ 
tions, the people have little knowledge 
and 
even 
less 
initiative. 
Broadly 
speaking, they are what their leaders 
make them. 
“Under every political constitution 
that has ever been devised the many 
‘are led by the few. Indeed, the larger 
the mass the fewer are those whom it 
looks to and follows; for the less the 
mass knows of the real facts and the 
really significant issues, the more it 
must depend on prominent individual 
men for guidance, and the fewer are 
the prominent 
figures 
that can be 
watched and judged. 
“This is especially true of interna­ 
tional issues, because these are least 
within the knowledge of the average 
man. 
He must trust some one. When 
one traverses 
after 
nightfall a dan­ 
gerous mountain path, the man who 
knows the path 
must 
be 
followed, 
whatever the risks. 
He may miss his 
way; he may perhaps wish to lead you 
astray; but if you have no knowledge 
of your own it is better to follow him 
rather than grope in the dark among 
precipices.” 
“Crises arise,” Viscount Bryce said, 
“when some strong man is needed to 
embody the effort an age seems to be 
making.” 
The masses of the people, 
necessarily ignorant of the real facts 
and the really 
significant 
issues, as 
the speaker pointed out, “must trust” 
that strong man. Not so long ago there 
arose one of those crises, one of the 
greatest in human history. 
A strong 
man arose to meet it, a man who to an 
extraordinary degree, seemed to em­ 
body the aspirations 
of 
the people 
everywhere. 
At 
the 
beginning the 
people trusted that strong man. 
But what happened? 
The enemies 
of that man in his own country set to 
work deliberately to destroy his own 
people's trust in him. 
They left noth­ 
ing undone to accomplish that purpose 
by fair means or fo u l; and they suc­ 
ceeded. 
We wonder whether this notable 
lecture of Lord 
Bryce, 
the eminent 
British statesman and historian, has 
been read by that eminent American 
statesman and historian, Senator Hen­ 
ry Cabot Lodge of Massachusetts.

birds should thus hop i 
after their prey and others run is a 
curious problem, observes a writer in 
Pearson’s Weekly. A solution may be 
found in the different life habits of 
the hoppers and runners and In the 
different habits of their prey. 
To hop on a lawn after worms may j 
he the best way to disturb and pounce 
upon them. But it would be better to 
run after low-flying winged insects. 
Walkers and runners as a rule are 
birds who seek their food on the 
ground and live chiefly on the ground 
Partridges and landrails are famous 
runners. Rooks, larks, meadow* pipits 
and starlings live much on the ground, 
and walk and run. 
Hoppers, os a rule, are passerines— 
birds with daw s adapted to perching. 
It Is natural for them to hop shout 
trees, and so they hop when they come 
to ground. 
There are some excep­ 
tions to the hopping habits of tree 
birds: thus the wood pigeon is a tree 
bird that walks. 
A walking bird, like a starling, may j 
occasionally hop. and the usual hop­ 
ping of the thrush may break into a 
quick run. 
Other birds will not either walk, 
run or hop if they < an help it—like 
swifts, who rarely touch ground at 
all.
